'sIr'cIIARLES TUPFBR AT WIA'- 

hit 

We Gnd it profitable, at this time, 
to quote from a recent address of Sir 
CiiAULES TupPEn at Winnipeg. Sir 
CiiAnLES visited tlio province of Mani- 
] toba for tlie purpose of personally in- 
specting ;tho, railway work.s in pro- 
gress tiienr and was eutertaiued at a 
banquet by th<i citizens of tliat rising 
city of the plains. There was present 
an influential and luutiorous assemb- 
lage. The minister of railways and 
canals was in his best talking vein and 
paiiited the prospocta of the Do- 
minion in glowing colora. Upon ris- 
ing to speak ho said : 

After more than tweiity-fn-o years 
of the best portion of niy life spent in 
iinroinitting labor, to the best of the 
ability which God has given me to ad- 
vanco tho best interests of my country, 
. , I can assure you that it is no slight re- 
, ward that I received when in the jjro- 
sence of this groat assemblage of gontlo- 
meu of the highest intellligonce, the 
most cultivated intellect, nnd the most 
independent position, and in the pre- 
sciioe of a galaxy of beauty ai'd fashion, 
(applause) such as but few cities pos- 
sess, I am welcomed with the en- 
thusiasm of kindness with which you 
have received me to-night. * * * 
I believe that the Right Hon. Sir 
John MACDOXALn and his government 
Lavo established okima to tlio beat con- 
sideration of all patriotic men of both 
parties and of all classes in this coun- 
try.' Ho and his government have 
never engaged in any measure .second 
to the union itself, which has placed 
greater obligations upon the patriotic 
men of all classes than that by which 
thoy brought this northwestern conti- 
noat, as I may say, into tho heart of 
the Canadian union. * * * I 
need not tell you that the government 
of Sir John Maodonald felt that it was 
necessary to e.^ctend tho ' bounds not 
jM^t)^,pnly,away to the. foot of the Rocky 
G'k^P Mountains, but' also boyond to tho 
shores of tho PaciSc, and to bring the 
province on the Pacific slope into a 
consolidated Briti.sli North America. 
■ It is true there wero great difficulties 
in tho way, true the Rocky Mountains 
interposed what was thought to bo an 
insuperable barrier; but looking at tlie 
question with the view which a states- 
man required to take in order to meet 
and grapple with it, tho government of 
Sir John Macdonald had tho courage 
to grapple with tho great question as 
it had ni'ver been done before,, that not 
'■' only should British Colut^bia bo 
brought within tho bounds of Canada, 
but that that which was a necessity to 
the complete prosperity of the whole 
country and a measure which the de- 
velopment of tho great North-West 
and the consolidation of tho British 
power for all time to come on this con- 
tinent for all time required, should be 
accomplished, namely that these pro- 
vinces should bo linked together by tho 
'< iron band of the great Pacific railway, 
(cheers). There wero persons who not 
only dii not believe in the North-West, 
.• and looked with contempt on British 
Coluiubia,.but also regarded as an in- 
sane project the accomplishment of so 
gigantic a work as the construction of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. We 
felt that providence had confided to the 
care of Canadian statesmen a great, 
, noble, responsible and most important 
.task Though a distinguished repre 
^ , sentative of tho great republic to the 
Bouth of us i« present, I say not only 
that there is confided to our care tho 
i;, half of a great continent, but a half 
that compares favorably in many re 
Bpects with tho great country south of 
us. Wo felt that we would be want- 
ing in our duty to our country and to- 
wards our great and glorious institu- 
tions, which wo tako pride and satisfac- 
tion in possessing, if wo failed in deal- 
ing with this question on principles so 
broad and a foundation so sure as wore 
necessary to the complete accomi)Iish- 
• inent of that at which we aimed, namely 
, |he building 'up in the Northern por- 
■ ' ' "' tion of this great continent a great 
Briti.sh power for all time to come, 
^"possessing tho advantages of British 
institutions. * * ♦ 

After reviewing tho circumstances 
. thfit led to the resignation of the Mac- 
"f^ 'i^qNAtD goyerntniBnt in- 187,3 and the 
'failure of the' RlACKENZiij' government" 
to build tho Canadian Pacific railway. 
Sir Charles continued — 

Wo found when wo went to England 
a year ago that the sentiment of tho 
whole British press was in antagonism, 
that there was i^ot only ignorance, but

Wo built 
ll-i miles of tho railway eastward, and 
113 westward, completing the work 
tho money expended for which might 
a.K well have been thrown into tho As- 
siniboiue or Red rivcr.s iid-.i.ss the inter- 
vening link were supplied. Wc' felt 
as we know now that tho question was 
not of a hundred thou.sand dollars or 
millions spent for communication from 
.Lake Superior, but wo had great faith 
in the North-West. Wo put under 
contract at tho full estimate of some 
SG,00O,00O, tho intervening portion 
between tho two sections, the contracts 
for which had been in progress, but 
would have been of no valuo whatever 
until tho intervening link was put in. 
Not only that, but wb placed under 
contract promptly 127 miles of railway 
connecting tho largo fertile districts in 
British Columbia, tho most important 
in tho heart of tliat Province with tho 
sea-coast at Yale, at tho cost of several 
millions of dollar.i. Then, again, wo 
visited tho Mother Country, when wo 
found everything entirely changod. In- 
stead of every person being apatlu!tic 
and indifloront, everyone had the keen- 
est interest in tho N'onh-we.sl. We 
felt that tlie time had eouie to huMicli 
this great enterprise suceessfully, iuul 
to show capitalists that, having faith 
oursolvea, wo wero prepared to receive 
any proposals' by wliich this groat work 
could bo placed on its original fouuda 
tion." 

Sir C'liAKLES ncKt referred to the 
knowledge tho Dominion had recently 
obtained of the northwest territory and 
its cajiabilities, concluding ati eloquent

A 
few evenings ago you had an oppor- 
tunity of hearing Prof. Macoun him- 
self expatiate on the valuo of tho vast 
belt of country extending north of the 
boundary. lino:along the. rango I iuive 
mentioned and I have no doubt you 
heard his statement with pleasure that 
the map recently prepared, instead of 
ovei -estimating the really fertile land 
in the country, hnd actually under esti- 
mated it. (Cheers.) Wo are now able 
to add 150 miles more to tho extent of 
our good land — showing previous esti 
mates to bo all behind tho mark."

POSTP RAN DIAL. 

It is seldom at a convivial gathering 
of a non-political character that guests 
are privileged to listen to speeches as 
good initlieir vay "Ond as eminently 
practical as those which found expres- 
sion at tho St. Andrew's and Caledon- 
ian dinner on Tuesday. It is frequent- 
ly tho custom of guoUs when called on 
to proposfl or respond to toasts to com- 
ply without producing a single fact 
worth recording or expressing a thought 
that would repay the cost of embalm- 
ing it in printeijsinl^. They apjicar to 
think thafrSheya are^ required to ri.so, 
mumble over some commonplace plati- 
tudes and sit down again with the air 
of men ■who have just discharged a 
disagreeable duty, The speecji^ 
referred to wero far above "tfie 
average and one speaker — Mr. 
A. R. MiLXK — produced statistics 
which show that in spite of the 
general cry of bad times in the cities 
tho country is progressing — that the 
valuo of exports exceeded tbe.i|value of 
imports last year by more than a mil 
lion dollars with prospects of a more 
gratifying record for tho current fiscal 
year. Mr. Milne, from his connection 
with the customs department, possesses 
an intimate knowledge of tho statistics 
which he quoted, and his remarks ought 
to have , a reassuring ofFect upon tho 
public mind,. That country cannot be 
povnrty-stficken or on the verge of ruin 
whose exports arc, largely in excess of 
imports, arid as the'process of develop- 
ment increases so must the general 
prosperity of tho land be enlarged. The' 
time was— and not long ago, either — 
when nearly every article consumed in 
the province waSf brought into it from 
abroad. The imports i word over $3,- 
000,000 per annum and the exports 
almost nil. To-day the exports lead 
the imports by more than a million of 
dollars. This means thatupwards of a mil- 
lion of dollars "roomnr© brought into the 
country than are taken out. Our 
export trade is capable of great expan- 
sion.. In coal, lumber, fish, and shortly, 
in wheat, the province will hold a com- 
manding position among Pacific coast 
states and the cfTect cannot but prove 
beneficial to tho country generally. It 
should not be, and we do not believe it 
is, thp|intenjionT^^lj% Dominion Gov- 
ernment to*-adopt^a"rauway policy that 
will divert trade from its present chan- 
nel, and build up now commercial 
ports on tho ruins of those that already 
have an existence. Therefore we feel 
confident that during the approaching 
session of parliamotit provision will-be 
made to meet tho just demands of a 
province which is already a very large 
contributor to the federal revenue and 
which, the statistics quoted by ilr. 
Milne show, with one-half tho cn- 
courascment that is being extended to 
thcNorth>vo8t, williec^^^Ijrosperous 
as any proviiibe o^vrtlic^JboAi'mon. -If 
concessions are required to conclude 
tho bargain the Dominion should bo 
met in a liberal spirit by the local 
government. Any reasonable conces- 
sions that will ensure the carrying out 
of the Carnarvon terras and the set- 
ting at rest o£ tho exiafcina; uncertainty 
»bQVil4 not l>« re{uJB«d.

Tho latest historical re- 
lic, however, is tho travelling trunk of 
Richard III. which, according to tra- 
dition, was abandoned at Bosworth 
Field, together with tho crown found 
in a Imwthorn-bush, ahd'appropriated 
by Henry VII. 

As tho Lord Mayor of London, ow- 
ing to tho insufliciency of the Mansion 
House properly to accommodato even 
his own domestic establishment, is.ob- 
lige4 tpjodge any. distinguished foreign 
guests of tbe City at some aristocratic 
hotel, it is proposed to build a Hotel de 
Ville on a large scali* within the city 
limits. 

A correspondent of tiie London 
World writes : — "Business took me to 
a western Irish .county; ten days ago. I 
dined' with a friend in'Scbnipariy with 
three other guest.i. After dinner tho 
conversation turned upon revolver.s.aud 
in a minute five wero produced, each 
laily and gentlomaii possessing that 
now necessary means of defence. I 
was about to take a journey next day, 
and was warned by my friends not to 
be out aftnr dusk, lest I might be shot 
by mistake. 

After the Maiwand disaster the diffi- 
cuky for the wounded officers was how 
their friends in England know that the 
utter annihilation of BurrowH force had 
not taken place, Th'o wires had boon 
cut at Candahar and the city was sur- 
rounded. A native, however, svas 
found willing to run tho risk of convoy- 
ing tho message to Quetta for on'j hun- 
dred rupees to be paid on arrival. He 
was faithful to his promise, and reached 
his destination in seven days, travelling 
jOnly, by night, and hiding during the 
daytime. 

At a public meeting Mr. Bradlaugh 
recently niado a biting jest at the ex- 
pense of Lord Randolph Churchill, the 
obstreperous leader of tho "fourth par- 
ty" in the House of Commons. Tho re- 
port aays : — During thq next session of 
Parliament ho pledged himself to bring 
in a measure to strike off sorao of the 
perpetual pensions, and amongst these 
would be the pension to tho Duke of 
JIarlhorough, of .£-1,000 per annum for- 
ever. £ 1,000 for that term amounted 
to a very large sum. (Laughter,) The 
first Duke .of Marlfaoroiigli rendered 
some service to the country, but the 
family had dono nothing since except 
to produce Lord Randolph Churchill. 
(Laughter.)

'£ho American schooner Soventy-Six, 38 
tons, whoso arrival at this port from 
Kumsohiitka on Tuusday last war brioily 
annouiiced ypatorday, experienced wea- 
ther of almost unprocodontod severity, in 
tlio northern aoaa. She cloarod from 
San Franci.ico on tlio 19th Juno last for 
Ik scaling cruiao, carrying a crow of seven 
men, with Capt. J. Potts in command. 
^In October she enpounterod the full fury 

• - of a typhoon in the south Japanese soa. 
Tl^e vaves-sn^optiKer declcB,' broached tho 
vessel and carried overboard the mate, 
Andrew J. Worth, a native of Now Yirk, 
nged 56 years. All the boats were also 
washed away, and tho seas ran too high 
to permit of any attempt to rescue tho 
drowning man, wlio quickly disappeared 
from sight and ' was lost. Capt. Potts 
states that during an,Qxperieiice, of sevurnl 
years in the northern seaa'Ke lias never wit- 
nessed such terrible weather, tho result 
of wliich was that the voj'age of his vessel 
had to be discontinued. Ho touclicd at 
Copper Island, wliere ho obtained a sup- 
ply of wood and water and eventually 
reached hero with a cargo consisting of 
110 fur seals. He lost his anchor and 
chains and for some time the craft was in 
a position of great peril. She now awaits 
orders from San Friincisco. In 18G8 Cant. 

. Potts cruised north in the bark Peru and 
relumed after a very successful voyaee 
with .1 haul of -13,000 fur seals. Ho then 
went east and engaged in business which 
consumed the fortune he had accumu- 
lated. On another cruise success again 
attended his efforts and he brought down 
upwards of 10,000 furs. When tho U. S. 
voBBol Suwaneo was here he joined her 
in the capacity of a volunteer navigating 
officer, but after the wreck of that ship he 
fell back on tho fur trade.

"TTroek of tho Propollor Qrajplor, 

The steamer Maud from Nanaimo brings 
news of tho wreck of tho Grappler, Capt. 
Meyer, which sailed from Victoria' for the 
N. W. cc-iat on Sunday last, From a pas- 
senger who sailed hence in the pr(q)uller 
wo learn that ahodid not roach Isanaiinn 
until 11 o'clock on INIonday morning hav- 
ing been nearly 24 hours on the passage.' 
Tho detention was caused by the break- 
ing down of tho machinery, which seem- 
ed to be in very bad condition, and to the 
presence of a strange engineer who had 
not tho ''hang" of the engines. The Gr.ap- 
pler left Departure Bay on Tuesday, but 
had not proceeded far before she sprang 
a leak. Capt. Meyer, with consid- 
erable, difliculty, contrived to - reach 
Nor' West Bay, twenty . miles north 
of Departure Bay, where he beached his 
vessel and sent to Nanaimo for assistance. 
Tho water was over the lower deck and 
tho freight, of which tlio had a full cargo, 
must be scriou.sly damaged. Tlio cargo 
is principally owned by R. Cunningham, 
Ross and Mrs. Snow. The .steamer is 
partially insured, but wo fear that tho 
cargo is not insured. The Grappler was 
formally a British gunboat, .sister ship of 
the gunboat Forward which, after Ijciiig 
sold to foreigners, sailed on a piratical 
expedition to Mexico and was there cap- 
tured and burned. 1 The Grupplcir was 
biiilt at the time of tho Crimean war and 
came on tins station in J8G0. Mr. Peck, 
receiver nf wrecks, sailed from Nanaimo on 
tho stoanier Skidegato for tlio scene of 
disaster on Monday night.

Smitho, Esq., M.P.P., for 
tho purpose of giving tho jKioplo an op- 
portunity of expressing their views on the 
manner iu which; this: district has been 
treated by the Doiiunion. :gbvornment in 
refusing to carry but their repeated pro- 
mises to construct- the Island railway. 
The choir was taken at 12 o'clock by T.J. 
Skinnor, Esq. , J. P., Henry Fry, Esq., 
J. P., secretary. Among thoso present 
were IMcssr.s. Holmes, Sutton, White, 
Boal, Ordauo, Morley, ^Marshall, Dougau, 
Miller, Mahony, Lilly, Tarlton, Lewis, 
Inwood, Blyth, Rivers, Evans, and about 
50 others.' 

Tho meeting having been called to 
order Mr. Smitho, M.P.P. , in calling on 
tho people of Cowichan to endorse the re- 
solutions passed by tho people of Victoria 
pointed out the manner in which Cow- 
ichan has sutlbred from the non-fufilmont 
of what are known as tho Carnarvon 
terms, drew attention to tho aotion of the 
peoi)le of Victoria at their lato meeting 
and expressed his intention to move tho 
adoption of tho resolutions then pa.ssed. 
Mr. Smitho briclly roviowod tho many 
phases of tho Island railway from tho 
cotninencemont ; the farce of breaking 
gr"ond at Esquimalt ; the solemn promise 
of the Dominion gomntneut and tho ask- 
ing by thom of tho reserve of a 20-milo 
bolt which was duly granted by the then 
local ,,'overnment in 1873. We had kept 
good faitli on our part ; but from that 
day to this wo have been put ofl' from 
time to time ; and wo are to-day far 
worse oil' than if no Island railway had 
over been s[)oken of. Prciperity has boon 
retarded simidy from tho fact that set- 
tler.=i could not como among us with any 
certainty of their claims being re- 
spected. Other meetings had been lield 
and now our turn had come, and fe.oling 
especially aggrieved at tlioir neglect it 
was our duty to express oui'iiolvos in a 
manly, straightforward and honest man- 
ner. He called attention tn the omission 
of the island railw.ay in tho terms made 
with what is known as tho railway syndi- 
cate who havo undertaken to build a far 
morn expensive and non-productive lino, 
and cited authority to show that the island 
railway can bo so constructed as to make 
a paying return. Admiral DoHorsoy and 
Mr. Bulkley, 0. E., had so stated and 
they wore inoii whose opinionn were entitl- 
ed to res[)eet. 

Mr. Smitho explained that, perJiaps, 
Sir Jolin'.s hands wero quite full in pass- 
ing tho main lino, and that our time might 
come if wo are only firm, (Hoar, hear.) 
Mr. . Sinitho pointed out that legally we 
could compel Canada to carry out the 
Cnriinrvon terms and build tho island 
railwiiy as they had coniuiitted them- 
selves to tlio.so terms, having introduced a 
bill to provide for the building of that 
line, and on its defeat in tho senate had 
offered a comiiensation of §750,000. Lord 
Diill'erin distinctly said that tho sum of 
^(oO.OOO w;is tn be given as compen.sation 
fur the island railway alone. .Mr. Mac- 
I keiizic in tho house of commons had stat- 
ed tho same. Mr. Sinitho then proceeded 
to read the resolutions which were a copy 
of thoso p.asKcd in Victoria. They were 
received with hearty applause and passed 
unanimously. 

Mr. Fry, after a few preliminary re, 
marks, moved tho following resolution 
which was seconded by Mr. Smithe : — 

"That while this meeting cordially en- 
dorses the resolutions passed by the 
citizens of Victoria in regard to tho Is- 
land railway, it further wishes to place 
on record that this district has been 
especially most unjustly dealt with in tho 
nor.fulfilmoiit of the repeated promises 
made by the Dominion govern men t as 
to the construction of tho nailway. And 
that all available farming lands being by 
their express wish reserved and with- 
drawn from settlement, has boon tho 
moans of materially retarding the pro- 
gress and prosperity of tho district of 
Cowichan, sending intending settlers into 
other districts and keeping thousands of 
acres unoccupied that would otherwise 
havo been tho . homes of a large 'and 
thriving population. 

Upon tho resolution being put to the 
meeting it was carried unanimou.sly. 

It was then moved by Mr. Smitho and 
seconded by iVtr. Fry, That a vote of 
thanks bo given tho Hon. A. DeCosnios 
for his praiseworthy exertions in tho 
House of Commons ,on our behalf. Car;, 
ried unanimously. ' 

Moved by Mr. Sutton, seconded by Mx-. 
Williams, "That copies of those resolu- 
tions uo sent to A. DoCoamoB, .\. Bun- 
ster and Sir John A. Macdonald. 

The lueotiiig then terminated with a veto 
of thanks to tlio chairman.

Maniolpal Council. 

Wedxesd.^y, Dec. lat. 
The Council met .it 7.45. p.m. _ Pre- 
sent—His Worship tho Mayor in tho 
chair, and Couns. Mansell, McLoaHj 
Sl^espearo, Rome, and Smith.' After 
routine a communication was read from 
Messrs. Drake A' Jackson, offering on be- 
half of Clirist's ChurcliCathcdral trust the 
sum of §180 to bo applied to tho blasting 
of rock on Church Hill and grading and 
gravelling a portion of Quadra street and 
Burdett Avenue in the same vicinity. 

On motion of Couu. McLean the oQer 
was accepted, tho work to bo proceeded 
with next January. 

A communication from i\Ir. H. F. 
Heisterman on behalf of the W'ork 
Estate reminding the Council of an agree- 
ment made early in tho year to open up 
a new street to run through the property. 
Consideration was 'deferred for a week. 

Tho street Ooinmittoee 'was granted 
further time to report on tho drainage of 
3Iaclure street. 

A report was read from tho Fire 
Wardens with reforenoo to tho application 
of the Fire Department for the con- 
struction of sleighs and snow plows for 
the use of tho department. The report 
recommends that instead of sleighs — 
which would bo rendered almost usoloss 
owing to tho soft nature of tho snow in 
tills locality — a snow plow bo constructed 
and arrangomonts made with livery 
stable keepers to furnish horses when ro- 
quirod for clearing a track and hauling 
tne engines. It was also suggested that 
tho matter bo left in tho- hands of tho 
Firo Wardens and Chief Engineer with, 
power to carry thcTPCuuiZTiOridations into 
eObct. 

On motion it wn.s resolved to furnish 
the department with a copy of tho report 
and defer consideration ino tem. 

tllE rOLICS FOKOE. 

A voluminous report; was read from the 
committee .appointed to inquire into tho 
desirability of placing the polico force en- 
tirely under tliu control of the City Coun- 
cil. Tho report carefully reviews tho 
circumstances which led to the taking 
over of the polico in 1873 by tho city and 
refers to the fact that the agreement for 
tho joint payment of tho Siiporintendont 
by tho city and provincial government 
was only verbal. Tho committee further 
bolicvc that tho nature of tho agreo- 
mont renders the appointment of the 
suporintondont political in character 
which is detrimental to tho interests of 
the city and the efficiency of tho force. 
The report points out that for several 
years past there has boon a continuous 
increase in tho expenditure to which tho 
city is put for tho maintenance of tho 
force and alludes to tho fact that tho 
scale of charges for tho support of prison- 
ers has been un.-.ccountably varied by Supt. 
Todd. Tho committee, on these and 
other grounds, strongly recommend that 
stops bo taken to place tho force entirely 
under tho control of the city, tho city to 
havo a superintendent of its own. 

Coun. McLean referred at some length 
to the recommendations of tho report and 
advocated the proposed ch.ange. Ho al- 
luded to tho absonco of tho superintond- 
ent for a prolonged period from tho city 
without the pormissiou of tho mayor and 
commented on the fact that the political 
nature of tho appointment of tho super- 
intendent causes him to pay more atten- 
tion to provincial duties than to the inter- 
ests of tho city. Ho would move tho ad- 
option of the report. 

Coun. JlansoU aeoondcd the motion 
and observed that, whilst there was no 
doubt the polico force was a fine and 
able body of men it was nevertheless a 
noticeable fact that scarcely any of tho 
by-laws, which contained excoUont pro-: 
misos, wore carried into effect. He had 
also noticed that tho members of the force 
wero in the habit of walking their beats 
in couples, where.as the extent of the 
city and the numerical strength of the 
police rendered it imperative that tho of- 
licers should bo distributed throughout 
tlio city as widely as possible. 

Coun, Sliakospcare opiiosed the change 
and submitted that tho appointment and 
control of policooflicorsshouldnotbeplaced 
in tho hands of the Councilastho positions 
then became merely political favors. He 
held that if the by-laws were not carried 
out tho superintendent was to blame and 
should bo called to order by tho Council. 
Ho did not think that the existing exist*'; 
ing arrangement between tho goyerEh* 
mont and Council could bo cancelled ex- 
cept by mutual agreement and submitted 
that under the circumstances the change 
could not otl'cct any good for tho city. 
Had the;^olicomen'B clotheB beetij' ,bo)igli^| 
at a cortam store nothing would havo'beeni 
thought .about the matter. (Order.) 

Couu. Rome said that tho position tak- 
en by Coun. Shakespeare was most ab- 
surd. Ho scorned to overlook the fact that 
the Council now havo the appointment of 
the police officers and that all they dosiro 
is tho right to revert to tho arrangement 
which was in force in 1873. 

Coun. McLean, in reply to Coun.Shako- 
speare, said that the remarks ho had 
made with reference to the supply of cloth- 
ing wore only worthy of silent contompt. 
Ho had never heard any councillor resort 
to such a string of absurdities and contra- 
dictions as Coun. Shakespeare had just 
done. 

On division the report was then adopt- 
ed. 

Coun. McLean moved that, for the in- 
formation of the public, the report be 
printed in one of the local papers: 

Coun. Shakespeare — That will bo a wil- 
ful waste of money, when thoro is not a 
dollar in the treasury to spend. 

Coun. McLean said he would not press 
tho motion, but would movo that tho 
Mayor be authorized to appoint a commit- 
tee to wait: on tho governmbtiii, ^asking 
their assistance and co-operation to carry 
tho spirit of the report into effect and re- 
port to the Council, '• " "~ 

The motion was carried. ' ■ 
!. iOoiun. Shakespeare called attention to 
the condition of portions of Store and 
Cormorant streets, which wero obstructed 
by pools of water and hoapa of: rubbish. 
Referred to Street Committee. 

Coun. MauBoll referred to tho necessity 
of a small expenditure to place tho ladders 
recently built for tho firo department in 
their proper positions. -..-iV);.!,;-. i,. 

A report was read from the Survey 
Committoo on tho extent of tho public 
landing at tho foot of Yates street and the 
width of Government street in front of 
the postoftlce. 

Oii motion it was resolved to hold a 
speci.ll mooting to consider tho report. 

A number of accounts were read and 
ordared paid and tho Counoil adjourdod 
for IV week,
